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No Spy Cases 
At Oak Ridge 


OAK RIDGE, 
Tenn., Aug. 14. 
“What about 
spies?” That 
query runs at 
least once 
through the 
minds of each 
visitor to Oak 
Ridge. 
There is an 
answer. Oak 
Ridge did’ very 
well. So far as 
is known no 
spy took anything away from 
this place, of mystery, magic and 
drama. There have been two 
spy cases involving atomic energy 
which have stirred the Western 
world since war’s end. In 1946 
a British scientist, Dr. Alan Nunn 
May, received a 10-year sentence 
for giving a sample of uranium 
to a Soviet agent. He had done 
research in Canada in 1945 and 
had been brought into contact 
with developments in the United 
States. 

Most sinister of all, and per- 
haps the only successful spy was 
the sinister Dr. Klaus E. J. 
Fuchs, also a British scientist. 
When the great mushroom of fire 
and smoke lighted the skies of 


three States from the testing 
grounds in New Mexico in July 
of 1945, Dr. Euchs was there. He 
was a member of a British mis- 
sion to the United States. 

He was thoroughly screened 
and was believed loyal. He had 
access to a great amount of in- 
formation, according to charges 
filed against him. Fuchs came 
back to this country in 1947. In 
both years, 1945 and 1947, he 
passed information to Soviet 
agents. Five Americans were 
arrested following the breaking 
of the Fuchs case. 


No Success 


None had worked at Oak 
Ridge. So far as is known no 
spy had any success here in the 
ridges of the Appalachians, where 
the gigantic plants were built to 
produce the bomb. It is easy, 
so they say, to transmit what 
was known to a number of physi- 
cists, but the rest of it is not. 

We have never published what 
Fuchs confessed to revealing to 
the Russians. Perhaps he did not 
tell them as much as he said he 
did. He lied once. Why not 
again? Perhaps they did not re- 
ceive what he told them in clear, 
intelligible form. At any rate, 
it is not wise to publish his con- 
fession. No one quite trusts con- 
fessed spies as no one can have 
complete confidence in ex-Com- 
munists. And the Russians have 
produced only one atomic ex- 
plosion. 

One arrest growing out of the 
Fuchs case touched close by Oak 
Ridge. Alfred D. Slack, a chem- 
ist, worked for a while at Oak 
Ridge. He then transferred to 
the Holston Ordnance District at 
Kingsport, Tenn, There a huge 
plant had been constructed to 

roduce a new explosive, called 

DX..It yet is high on the se- 
curity list. Prior to the use of 
the atomic weapon, our bombers 
had begun usihg some bombs 
loaded with RDX. 

It was at the time the most 
powerful explosive force in the 
world. Millions were spent in a 
plant to turn it out in quantity, 
One of the buildings is 10 stories 
high. The plant area was 6,700 
acres. Slack got that formula. 
Harry Gold, Philadelphia re- 
search chemist, was Slack’s con- 
tact as he was also engaged with 
Fuchs. 


Security Measures 


Oak Ridge continues with the 
best possible security measures. 
There now is in use a machine 
called the polygraph. A form of 
it is used by some police de- 
pattments in examining prison- 
ers. They cal it the lie de- 
tector. It registers the inner 
conflict of a man or woman 
who is trying to be calm and 
natural while telling a lie or, 
by evasive answers, withholding 
the full truth. 

All other measures are e¢m- 

loyed. But Oak Ridge adds the 
fie detector to supplement them. 

Those charged with security re- 

gard it highly.

'COCKE NOT ENTRAUSIASTIC 


Erle Cocke Jr., of Dawson, Ga., 
Legion national commander who 
sided with Genz MacArthur when 
President Truman dismissed him, 
was not wildly enthusiastic about 
the President's speech when re- 
porters questioned him later. He 
made it more than clear that he 
for one would not lead the Legion 
in any campaign against Sen. Mc- 
Carthy and others associated with 
him, Cocke said he had observed 
lots of people were willing to 
fight Communism now when they 
thought fighting it was popular 
but had taken “a pink attitude a 
few years ago.” 

Sen. McCarthy promptly ac- 
cepted the President’s challenge, 
and declared that “it ill befits the 
President of this great nation to 
try to protect the dupés ahd 
stooges: of the Kremlin by using 
his high office to attack—not the 
facts—but whoever attempts to 
bring the facts to the attention of 
the American people.” 

The Wisconsin Republican as- 
serted “the American people are 
getting extremely sick and tired 
of the administration’s clever 
method of defense by smearing 
whoever exposes Communists and 
corruption in government. 


McCARTHY’S REACTION 


“It would like to ask the Presi- 
dent why he so viciously attacks 
in general terms those who ex- 
pose Communists,” Sen. McCarthy 
added. “Why does the President 
fear discussing the evidence 
against his planners who have 
been responsible for the loss of 
100,000,000 people a year to Com- 
munism since 1945.”

A Senate resolution, which es- 
caped public notice in the closing 


hours of the 1951 session, has 
granted a virtual pay increase of 
$3,650 annually each to four state 
officials, it was learned Tuesday. 

An audit of the State Treas- 
urer’s office showed a new special 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer. 
A check of the Senate resolution 
cited in the audit showed that the 
Secretary of State and Lieutenant- 
Gowernor were granted similar 
subsistance allotments. 

The resolution stated that since 
these officials worked with the 
General Assembly they should 
draw the same subsistence as the 
solons. This is $10 a day. Coupled 
with other salaries, this makes 
the Treasurer one of thé state’s 
highest paid officials. 

- The “subsistence” allowance 
plan apparently was substituted 
for a bill which would have grant- 
ed an outright pay raise for the 
officials. )

City Ready 
To Absorb 
36 Schools 


By HOKE SMITH MAY 

Major part of the work neces- 
sary for Atlanta to assume opera- 
tion of 38 Fulton County schools 
in September has been completed, 
Miss Ira Jarrell, City School Su- 
perintendent, revealed Tuesday. 

Miss Jarrell told the Atlanta 
Board of Education that city and 
county: officials have reached 
agreement on all major steps in 


the program. She added that at- 
torneys will begin immediately 
drafting contracts for operation of 
the schools until transfer is made 
on Jan, 1. 

Under the Plan of Improve- 
ment, the 38 county schools will 
not become part of the city sys- 
tem until 1952, but Atlanta will 
take over their operation in Sep- 
tember. 

County teachers in the. schools 
to be transferred will be placed 
on city pay scales at the begin- 
ning of the new school year, she 
said. Until 1952, however, they 
will continue to be paid by the 
county on a contract basis through 
the city board. 

‘She said that all but a few de- 
tails concerning transfer of 
school personnel’ have been 
worked out. ' 

Other major points agreed upon 
as outlined by Miss Jarrell: 

1, The county will contract to 
operate kindergartens at several 
places where space is available. 

2. Transfer of Reserve Officer 
Training Corps equipment already 
is under way. 

3. Fulton County will continue 
to pay for maintenance of the 
buildings, janitorial services and 
all supplies until the transfer is 
made on Jan, 1. 

4. Deductions for pension funds 
of county teachers will be made 
by the city. The money will be 
paid over to the county until the 
funds are transferred. 

Miss Jarrell said that no sweep- 


“ling changes in curricula or opera- 
‘|tion! of the schools will’ be made 
‘limmediately. She said changes 


will come about gradually until 
the Jan. 1. transfer. 

Dr. Charles A. Rife, board mem- 
ber, congratulated both Miss Jar- 
rell. and County Supt. Paul West 
for their work in ironing out 
problems. 

In other actions, the Board ap- 
proved spending $22.50 a month 
for telephone service between 
Aidmore convalescent hospital and 
Clark Howell School.

“Resolved by the House of Rep- 
resentatives (the Senate concur- 
ring), that the Congress of the 
United States expresses its pro- 
found indignation at the arrest, 
sham trial and unjust conviction 
of William .N. Oatis; that the 
executive agencies of the govern- 
ment be requested to take all 
possible action to bring about his 
release; and that the sense of this 
resolution be conveyed by the 
proper officials of our government 
to the United Nations and to the 
officials of the Czechoslovakian 
government. 

“Be it further resolved, that it 
is the sense of the House that all 
commerejal relations with Czecho- 
slovakia should be terminated im- 
mediately, and should®*be resumed 
only if and when the government 
of Czechoslovakia restores to Wil- 
liam N, Oatis his freedom.” 

Rep. Wood (Rep., Idaho), the 
single House dissenter, said he 
opposed the resolution because of 
its reference to and recognition 
of the United Nations. 

“IT am as much interested in 
getting Oatis out of jail as the 
next man,”- Wood said, “but not 
through the United Nations.

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_ Razing of Hospital Landmark Heralds 
Beginning of New Era at Milledgeville

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Aug. 14. 
Wrecking crews are at work this 
week on a picturesque old brick 
building which has been in use on 
the State hospital grounds since 
1882 and instead of cries of 
anguish which may have sounded 
over the loss of a landmark, cheers 


are heard over all Milledgeville. 
The destruction of the building, 
known as the old Colored Building, 
represents more than the end of 
a rat-infested old fire trap. 
It is the beginning of a new era. 


NEW WAY OF LIFE 


The scrape of crowbar on plas- 
ter, the groan of falling timbers, 
the collapse of a brick wall mean 
to the 11,000 population of the 
world’s second largest mental hos- 
pital that a new way of life is fast 
arriving. 

Patients at Milledgeville, al-. 
though still crowded, still lacking 
many things which they need, are 
better housed and better fed than 
at any period in the hospital’s re- 
cent history. 

The Old Colored Building, if not 
the last of the ancient horrors, was 
the worst—and it has been re- 
placed. Others are slated to go as 
rapidly as the $8,000,000 bond fund 
authorized by the last Legislature 
can be borrowed against. 

The Old Colored Building was 
@ three-story firetrap, housing 
more than 1,000 Negro men and 
women. It had holes in the floor, 
faulty wiring. cell-like rooms with 
no light at all, approximately one 
leaky toilet per 200 patients, and 
the horrible nightly spectacle of 
ill people jammed together like 
cattle in the hold of a ship. 

Those who were lucky enough 
to have a bed at all slept 20 to a 
room designed for eight or 10. The 
others dragged out mattresses and 
slept on the floor in halls and day- 
rooms. 


MODERN BUILDINGS 


Now those patients have béen 
moved into modern one-story 
buildings where the danger of fire 
has been practically eliminated, 
where the floors are not splintery 
wood, pitted and scarred by years 
of scrubbing and the ceaseless 
pacing of the mentally ill. The 
new colored buildings are patio- 
type structures built around a 
small area-way, where patients 
may get out for exercise and fresh 
air as often as they choose. In 
the old building patients , could 
leave their rooms only when ac- 
companied by an attendant, but 
their use of the patio is practically 
unrestricted. There is no danger 
of their wandering off and one 
attendant can keep an eye on a 
greater number of patients. 

True, even the new buildings 
are crowded. The $700,000 Holly 
Building houses 600 colored wom- 
en where it was built to take 
care of 450. In many cases a 
room has six or eight beds where 
four could be more comfortably 
accommodated; but the point is 
that everybody now has a bed— 
every patient has a small bit of 
fpace of his own. 


SIMILAR HOUSING 


The Ingram Building, named 
for Joe Ingram, a Negro employee | 
of the hospital for many years, | 
provides a similar type of housing | 
for patients who formerly knew | 
the desolation of the old Colored 
Building.

It is a tribute to Georgia’s progress in 
penal reform that the legislative commit- 
tee which has completed an inspection of 
all county work camps and state prisons 
found no criticism of the treatment of 
prisoners. 


_ The committee did find physical facili- 
ties at 12 county camps lacking and the 
State Board of Corrections properly or-

The county-operated camps are the last 
obstacle to a perfect score for all Georgia 
prisons and the fact that fault was found 
with only 12 of them out of a total of 93 
is encouraging. 


We Can Be Sere Moscow Is 


Whatever may be Russia’s motive in 
deciding suddenly to send delegates to the 
Japanese peace conference at San Fran- 
cisco, we may be sure Moscow is up to no 
good. 

This country is especially anxious to 
complete a treaty with Japan and has 
made no secret of the fact it intends to 
work out a bilateral security pact with the 
Japanese as soon as the peace treaty is 
signed. Such an agreement would give the 
United States the right to continue to main- 
tain the present occupation troops in Japan 
with the difference that they then would

Let the Board of Corrections follow 
through with its orders and make sure the 
needed changes are effected.

Good News About U. S. Highway 41 


Georgians who have followed with in- 
tense personal interest and much concern 
the varying fortunes of U. S. Highway 41 
greeted with pleasure Tuesday an an- 
nouncement by State Highway Board 
Chairman Jim Gillis that the important 
traffic artexy will be made a four-lane road 
south from Atlanta as far as Barnesville. 

The plan is termed long-range, but that 
it is even on the books is good news. A 
four-lane roadway south to Barnesville to- 
gether with the four lanes soon to be com- 
pleted to the Rome “Y” above Cartersville 
will give Georgia over 80 miles of super- 
highway leading into the capital city. 

The highway department announcement 


explained that the road builders are turn- 
ing southward because a traffic survey 
shows the need for multiple lanes is 
greater there than on the Cartersville-to- 
Chattanooga section of U. S. 41. 

We can understand that. Someday 
when conditions warrant it, we’d like to 
see a four-lane historic parkway between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga. For now we'll 
settle for a double-track road to Carters- 
ville and the extension of four lanes to- 
ward Macon. 3 

And Macon, ultimately even Savannah, 
should be the objective. A superhighway 
as far as Barnesville must be only the first 
step toward a more distant end. 


Dr. James E. Paullin—a Great Man of Medicine 


In a busy lifetime, during which he was 
a tremendous force for good both in his 
own profession and elsewhere, Dr. James 
Edgar Paullin deservedly received most of 


the honors that can come to a medical man.’ 


Dr. Paullin, who died Monday at the 
age of 69, long will be remembered not 
only for his own outstanding ability but 
equally for his contributions to medical 
education. His intense interest in educa- 
tion of young doctors led him to remain a 


member of the faculty at Emory Univer-- 


sity Medical School long after his fame and 
heavy private practice made almost im- 
possible demands upon his time. He re- 
signed his teaching position regretfully in 
1949 with the title of professor emeritus 
of clinical medicine. . 

In June of 1950, Dr. Paullin’s former 
students and fellow physicians formed the 
James Edgar Paullin Scholarship for wor- 
thy medical students. An associate has 
described the scholarship as “the closest 
thing to Dr. Paullin’s heart” and suggested 
that since the family has requested no 
flowers at the funeral, donations be made, 
instead, to the scholarship fund. It is a 
suggestion we gladly pass on as in keeping 
with Dr. Paullin’s great interest in medical 
education. 

Among the highest tributes that can be 
paid to Dr. Paullin is the fact that he was 
known as “a doctor’s doctor.” A native of 
Georgia, he brought honor to his state as 


a leader in his profession. He was presi- 
dent of the American Medical Association 
in 1943. He also served as president of the 
American College of Surgeons, Interstate 
Postgraduate Medical Association, Ameri- 
can Clinical and Climatological Society, 
Medical Association of Georgia, Fulton 


' County Medical Society and others. 


He was a medical officer with the Army 
in World War I and in World War II made 
a 25,000-mile trip through the Pacific rec- 
ommending extensive medical facilities for 
natives of the region. He was awarded the 
President’s Medal for Merit for this and 
other contributions during the last war. 
The Presidential citation is the highest 
award a civilian can win. 

Dr. Paullin’s dramatic, desperate dash 
to the bedside of the late President Roose- 
velt at Warm Springs was one of a number 
of times that he was called into consulta- 
tion concerning Mr. Roosevelt’s health. 

Vice-Admiral Ross T. McIntyre, former 
surgeon general of the Navy and personal 
physician to President Roosevelt, summed 
up the national feeling when he declared 
that with Dr. Paullin’s death “the nation 
has lost a very valuable citizen not only in 
the field of medicine but in a field where 
patriotism and judgment: are so badly 
needed ,. .” 

Georgia was especially proud of Dr. 
Paullin and joins the rest of the country 
in mourning his death.

Is Our Strategy Right? 


WASHINGTON—Some of the most brilliant men in the De- 
fense department are taking a hard new look at American strategic 
planning. They are beginning to ask themselves whether our 
basic strategic concept—the way we intend to fight a war if war 
comes—should not be recast, root and branch. 


A nation’s war strategy must be based on its actual military 
situation. Since the Korean war began, our real military situa- 
tion has been rapidly changing. 


On July 1, 1950, we had nine under-strength divisions; a moth- 
ball Navy; and a 42-group Air Force. We had an alliance with 
Western Europe which was a fake alliance, since Western Europe 
could not be defended. By July 1, 1952, we shall have the ca- 
pacity to put about 50 extra-size full-strength divisions into the 
field in the first year of a war—about twice as many as could be 
shipped overseas in one year. We shall have a Navy which should 
be capable of dominating the seas absolutely, a strong Naval air 
arm and a powerful Marine Corps.’ We shall have a 95-group 
Air Force, and whatever the precise outcome of the present air 
power dispute, the Air Force will then certainly be scheduled to 
grow rapidly larger. 


All this gives no grounds for complacency. 
The balance of power in conventional arms is 
still certainly with the Soviets. Europe is still, as of today, almost 
certainly indefensible. Yet the planners, rightly or wrongly, look 
forward to a time when the balance in conventional military 
power will be at least partially restored, and when Western Eu- 
rope will have a really serious defense. 


Not Assuring 


Now consider the second category of power—atomic power. 
Here very much greater strides than is generally realized have 
been made. It can be said that the American atomic potential, 
by July 1, 1952, will be so great that atomic bombs can be re- 
garded as more expendable than the planes which carry them. 
Nor is this all. For the first time, because of significant reduc- 
tions in size and weight, atomic bombs can be carried in light 
planes, or delivered by guided missiles. This means a greatly 
increased atomic potential, because deliverability is just as im- 


* portant a factor in atomic power as the size of the stockpile. 


In brief, our real military situation is certainly changing. And 
the best men in the Pentagon are beginning to think that at least at 
some time in the future, when the balance in conventional mili- 
tary power begins to be restored, our basic strategic concept 
should change also. The fact is that our war strategy has rested 


squarely on population bombing. 
The Ugly Truth To put this ugly fact bluntly, our will- 
ingness to use atomic bombs against the 
largest Russian population centers, in order to cause enormous 
civilian casualties and thus to disrupt the Soviet industrial and 
political system, has been the heart and soul of our war plan- 
ning. This strategic concept, however hideous morally, has been 
wholly correct, since this willingness has been the only deterrent 
to Russian aggression. 


Yet its weakness is very evident. Population bombing precludes 
that alliance with the Russian people wMich such Soviet experts 
as George Kennan consider the real key to victory. A war which 
ended with the great cities of Eurasia—or even only of the Soviet 
Union—in ruins, is not a war which could properly ‘be said to 
have been won. 


The planners are beginning to wonder whether our exclusive 
emphasis on population bombing may not be a hangover from the 
time when we seemed permanently condemned to hopeless weak- 
ness in the conventional arms, when a limited atomic stockpile 
was really all we had. They are asking themselves whether war- 
fare might not be returned to the battlefield, where it belongs, 
and to the area which directly supports the battlefield. 


Retaliation Might it not be possible to hold population bomb- 

ing in reserve, as an overwhelming retaliatory 
weapon, to be used only in case of atomic attack on our own great 
population centers, and those of our allies? Might not bombing 
priorities be assigned instead to enemy air fields, atomic plants 
and stockpiles; to relatively isolated critical installations like 
hydro-electric power plants and oil refineries; to lines of com- 
munications and military installations behind the front; and to 
heavy enemy troop concentrations? : 


These questions are being asked only very tentatively, and it 


is easy to find reasons why they should be answered in the 
negative. 


But it is well to remember what we so tragically forgot in the 
last war—that the aim of war is not confined to simple military 
victory. A war based essentially on unlimited population bomb- 
ing simply could not result in real political victory. And this is 
why it is good that these questions are being asked, however 
cautiously, in the Defense department.

The rise of a generation of hot-rod “happies” emphasizes, more 
than ever, the need for adequate schooling in driving, safety and 
the rules of the road. The time to teach youth the need for safe 
driving is when youth is learning how to operate an automobile. 
That a motor vehicle can be as dangerous as a loaded pistol in a 
gunman’s hand must be taught before one has become a victim of 
the speed craze. 


Parents who have supervision over both the youth and the car 
are prime factors in developing a careful driver. But proper in- 
struction under a skilled teacher can instill the fundamentals of 
good driving—just as a good mathematics teacher can lay the 
groundwork for addition and subtraction in the mind of a pupil.

Saul Mills, re-elected 
executive secretary, told the delegates the execu- 
tive board had ‘come to the conclusion that a 
standing army of several thousand CIO members 
in New York, composed of a given number of 
people designated by each local union, should be 
on hand to respond to any call for picketing or 
other activity.’ ”’ 


This council, under Mike Quill, who how 
would become supreme commander of the police 
force of the city of New York, at the same meet- 
ing decided to work for its political ends through 
the American Labor Party which was and re-

American-German amity in Berlin, this, Russian-surrounded island af freedom behind the Iron 
Curtain, is endangered by the doubtful attitude of the American High Commission toward a series 


of kidnappings by the Soviets. 

Berliners who have been faithful to the demo- 
cratic idea even in days as hard as during the 
Air Lift begin to be skeptical as to whether they 
have been treated right in the recent past and 
whether they now would have that moral readi- 
ness and vigor to resist another Communist 
blockade of their city. 


Being endangered, by day and night, by Rus- 


sian secret police agents and German agents 


working for the Soviets, they want one thing to 
be absolutely sure: that the Americans in Berlin 
will never fail to support them against the most 
dangerous form of Eastern terror—kidnapping. 
But just this was not the case in a series of the 
most alarming abductions of German citizens. 
In hundreds of former occurrences of this crime, 
the Western authorities in Germany have de- 
nounced the immoral, illegal, and terroristic 
methods of the Red totalitarians; they have prom- 
ised the most severe punishment of all collab- 


_Orators in kidnapping; they have told the Ger- 


mans that law and order come first and have re- 
educated them in the ideology that the freedom 
of the individual is sacred. 


But this is what has happened: Dr. Hans 
Kemritz, a former Nazi and officer of the Ger- 
man army, worked for the Soviet Security Police 
He lured about 
20 West Berliners, living in the American sector, 
into the Russian sector where they were seized 
by the Soviets. At least five, perhaps more, 
A leading American licensed Berlin news- 
paper publicized the case and one of the widows 
filed suit against Dr. Kemritz. And then the 
disturbing thing happened: the Allied High Com- 
mission prohibited the Germans from taking legal 
action against Dr. Kemritz—for in the meantime 
Dr. Kemritz had switched sides and was work- 
ing as intelligence agent for the Americans. The 
question is: Are spies, agents, and intelligence of- 
ficers beyond the law? The American attitude 
is understandable: they want to protect their own 
agents. But the German attitude is equally un- 
derstandable and, from a moral point of view, 
even sounder: kidnapping is a criminal offense 
under all circumstances. 


Many believe the moral position of the 
U. S. A. in Germany is at stake. The occu- 
pation is over; troops are stationed there for 
the defense of the West. Germans are ex- 
pected to contribute to West Eurepean free- 
dom from Soviet domination in due time. 


What, however, is the American answer to 
German accusations of their protecting a pro- 
fessional betrayer? (Dr. Kemritz’ whereabouts 
are unknown.) American officials have voiced 
the opinion that Dr. Kemritz’ actions were legal 
under the postwar rules of punishment of war 
criminals. But why, then, was kidnapping nec- 
essary if these people were war criminals? Why 
were they not legally arrested by the Americans 
and turned over to the Russians?

damage to American-German relations and to 
American leadership is already tremendous. 

Anyone who has been in Berlin recently, as 
has the writer, knows of the disappointment of 
the people of this city. The fear of being kid- 
napped, the discouragement to resist Communist 
infiltrations, the skepticism toward American 
protection grows steadily. This is exactly what 
the Russians want but cannot achieve with their 
own propaganda. Have the Americans decided 
to help them—knowingly or unknowingly? The 
moral depression is great in this courageous city 
which has withstood Soviet pressure successfully 
for more than six years. Is this the end of Ber- 
lin’s faith in American justice and co-operation? 
There can be only one hope: that the American 
officials change their attitude before it is too 
late. This is a vital condition in the fight against 
communism. Berlin, Korea, Jugoslavia, Hune 
gary may seem to be far off to the average Amere 
ican citizen. But in the present-day world noth-

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Georgia Was Once a Nation! — 


Following the Revolution, Geoxgia’s world 
status was that of a free and independent na- 
tion' During the years before the Articles of 
Confederation were adopted by all of the 
colonies, Georgia, although believing in the 
Union, was more interested in developing 
efficient self-government, as assurance of 
her future if the new Federal Government 
did not function as planned. In fact, she fre- 
quently did not have representation in Con- 
gress because her leaders, (and the people)

To become a citizen a year’s residence 
was required. If at the end of that period, a 
grand jury certificate, stating the applicant 
was honest and a friend of the state, could 
be secured, the rights of citizenship were 
granted, and the applicant became a Georgian.

-a lot for him. I would do anything in the world for him, while my 
feelings for my mother are different. Next to Tommy I think most 
of myself; and I know this is very selfish. 

Please tell me how to overcome my selfishness; and how to 
have more respect and affection for my family, and my mother 
especially. La 

DEAR C. B.: Someone has said that hate is only frustrated love. 
I think this is probably true of your hate-feelings toward’ your 
mother. Each of you, longing for sympathy and affirmation in the 
relationship, is beginning to feel outraged by the barrier of anger 
that is growing between you. This barrier is due to lack of under- 
standing, not lack of basic devotional concern for one another. 

Resistance to the mother’s views, or her “driving,” is a natural 
part of the pattern of growth in children’s lives. It is noticeable 
as they enter the teens, when the adolescent tendency to proclaim 
individual preference may bog down into surly obstinacy if it en- 
counters consistently sharp contradiction.

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Marriages 
Becoming 
Fewer 


Soaring marriage rates which 
followed World War II through- 
out much of the world have 
now declined to approximately 
pre-war level. 

In reporting on the extent to 
which World War II influenced 
marriage rates during the past 
decade, statisticians note that 
changes varied from country to 
country, with most pronounced 
effects in occupied nations and 
those nations actively engaged 
in war. In the neutrals, there 
was little change. 

In this country the rate of 
16.2 marriages per 1,000 popu- 
lation attained in 1946 is the 
highest in the nation’s’ history 
and higher than any other coun- 
try in the postwar period. 

In general it is likely that the 
decline in marriage rates will 
continue, observe statisticians, 
because we are entering the 
period in which effects of the 
low birth rates during depres- 
sion years will be shown with 
fewer people attaining mar- 
riageable age. 


Bumper Baby 


Crop Estimated 


A bumper crop of babies is in 
the making this year. The 
United States Public Health 
Service said tonight that during 
the first five months of 1951 
there was a major increase in 
births compared with the same 
period last year and that the fig- 
ure approached the all-time high 
set in 1947. 

More than _ 1,500,000 births 
were registered in January 
through May, a gain of more 
than 8 per cent over 1950. The 
total was only a little more than 
3 per cent lower than the peak 
for the five-month period re- 
corded in. 1947. 

“Most of this year’s increase 
was linked to a. marriage license 
upswing that began in June, 
1950, at the start of the Kore- 
an War,” the report said. “If 
the increase in births continues 
through the rest of the year, 
1951 will set a new record,” the 
agency predicts.
